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Following the war of with North America (1812-1814/15) and the end of the 
Napoleonic war, the British Government thought it would be desirable to 
encourage settlement in Canada. This would help to reduce the 
unemployment in Britain and increase the number of British citizens in Canada 
to defend against any future threats from North America. To that end, the 
following advertisement was placed in newspapers in Spring of 1815. 


BY THE AUTHORITY OF HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE 
REGENT, ACTING IN THE NAME, AND IN BEHALF OF HIS 
MAJESTY, AND COMMUNICATED BY THE RIGHT HON. EARL 
BATHURST, ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL SECRETARIES OF STATE. 
BRITISH PROVINCES IN NORTH AMERICA. 

Liberal Encouragement by his Majesty's Government to Settlers 
inclined to proceed 

from Great Britain and Ireland, and Provision by Vessels, &c. for their 
Passage to Quebec with their Families. 

It is the intention of his Majesty’s government to encourage 
SETTLERS to proceed from Great Britain and Ireland to the British 
provinces in North America, and for this purpose a certain number of 
vessels will be appropriated for the conveyance of such persons as 
may be properly recommended, together with their wives and children, 
to Quebec, to which port only the conveyance of settlers free of 
expence, with other advantages, will be limited during the year. The 
lands will be granted to them either in Upper or Lower Canada; in 
which extent is comprehended a choice of climate and of soil, adapted 
for every branch of cultivation. 

The encouragement and advantages intended to be afforded to 
settlers, will be as follows:— 

A passage and provisions during the voyage will be furnished by 
government, and on 

their arrival in the colony, a grant of 100 acres of land will be secured 
to each family, of which they will be put immediately in possession, and 
all their male children actually 

residing in the province will be entitled, on attaining the age of 21 
years, to a similar grant of 100 acres each. 

For the first six or eight months, as it may be found necessary, after 
the arrival (in order to enable the settlers to establish themselves upon 
their respective grants, and to clear and to cultivate a portion of the 
land), they will be allowed rations from the public stores; and, in case, 
from unforeseen events, it should be found requisite, further aid, in this 
respect, may be afforded according to the circumstances of the case, 
by issuing rations for a limited period, at a price under prime cost. 

Axes and other necessary implements will also be furnished to them, 
under certain regulations, at a fixed price, not exceeding half the prime 
cost. Should any number of families, proceeding from the same part of 


the United Kingdom, or possessing any joint stock or funds, be 
desirous of settling in the same neighbourhood in Canada, care will be 
taken to allot them lands as nearly as possible contiguous to each 
other; and a sufficient portion of land will be appropriated in the midst 
of such settlers for a church, and for the maintenance of a clergyman 
and schoolmaster; and in case a sufficient number of settlers so 
united, should be accompanied from the United Kingdom by a person 
of either of the above functions, who possesses their confidence, and 
can be well recommended, and who shall be approved of by 
government, a salary will be provided of 100I. per annum to such 
minister, and 50I. per annum to the schoolmaster, for such period as 
shall afterwards be specified. 

Persons who may be allowed to proceed to Canada as SETTLERS 
FROM SCOTLAND, must embark in the month of April from such Port 
or Ports in the Clyde, as shall be noticed in a future advertisement, 
where vessels will be ready to receive those for whom the necessary 
accommodation will be provided. 

In order to prevent persons from making an un-warranted and 
improper use of the 

liberality of government, it will be required that every person embarking 
for Quebec, should at the time of embarkation deposit in the hands of 
the government agent the following sum: 

Every male person above sixteen years of age, 16l. sterling: every 
woman, being the wife of any person so embarking, 2I. 2s.: children 
under sixteen years of age will be conveyed free of expence; and 
whatever sums may be so paid by them will be repaid to them or their 
representatives in Canada, at the end of two years from the date of 
their embarkation, upon its being ascertained that they are settled on 
the grant of land allotted to them. 

John Campbell, Esq. writer to his Majesty’s signet, Abercromby Place, 
Edinburgh, is 

appointed by government, commissioner and general agent in 
Scotland for this business, to whom communications may be made. 

As the time for embarkation of settlers is limited, such as are at a 
distance, and who wish to embrace the present opportunity of settling 
in British America, will do well to send by post their proposals and 
certificates without any delay. Those testimonials must certify the 
general good character of applicants their professions former pursuits 
whether married or widowers the number of their children, 
distinguishing male and female; and the ages of all. These must be 
obtained either from justices of the peace, clergymen, or elders of the 
parish, or other respectable persons. 

It is recommended that the utmost care be taken by those who grant 
certificates, that they are satisfied, from personal knowledge, of the 
facts contained in the representation of the circumstances.

The cost to the Government of this emigration policy was high and it was 
decided not to continue it in 1816, as the newspaper report below confirms.

The present depressed state of the country having forced many 
families to think of emigrating, we insert the following notices on this 
subject from the Belfast papers, that people may have an opportunity 
of judging whether it may be more advantageous to go to our own 
settlements in North America, or to the United States: —

May 1816. 

“In reply to the inquiries which you have made with respect to the 
encouragement which will be given to persons proceeding as settlers 
to Canada, | am directed by Lord Bathurst to acquaint you, that it is not 
the intention of his Majesty’s government to provide during the present 
year any means of conveyance for persons desirous of emigrating to 
British North America. But if such persons can provide for the expense 
of their own conveyance to Canada, Lord Bathurst will recommend 
them to the Governor of the. Province, in order that they may receive 
on their arrival a grant of land proportioned to their means of 
cultivation.

In 1817 there was a change in government policy which is reflected in the 
following newspaper report: 


14 April 1817 (Caledonian Mercury) 

COLONIAL SETTLERS. —The bill which has recently received the 
royal assent, gives great facilities to persons who are desirous of 
proceeding as settlers to his Majesty's provinces in North America, 
inasmuch as, by reducing; tonnage to be allowed to each individual, 
during the passage, it enables the masters of vessels proceeding to 
those colonies to take passengers at a much lower rate than has been 
hitherto demanded.— For the information of those who are desirous of 
availing themselves of the encouragement which is given by 
Government to settlers, we subjoin a copy of the reply given to the 
applicants of this description: — 


Downing Street, 1817. 

Sir—In reply to the inquiries which you have made with respect to the 
encouragement which will be given to persons proceeding s settlers to 
Canada, | am directed by Lord Bathurst to acquaint you, that it is not 
the intention of his Majesty's Government to provide, during the 
present year, any means of conveyance for persons, desirous of 
emigrating to British North America; but that, if such persons can 
provide for the expense of their own conveyance to Canada, Lord 
Bathurst will recommend them to, the Governor of the province, in 
order that they may receive, on their arrival, grant of land, proportioned 
to their means of cultivation, and some assistance in agricultural 
implements. 

Bit as no person can proceed to North America as a settler with any 
prospect of success, unless he takes his departure, from Europe early 
in the season, it is to be clearly understood that no settler will be 
entitled to the advantages held out in this letter, unless he shall embark 
in some port of the United Kingdom for North America, previous to the 
1st of June. 

At the same time, those persons who may be unable to leave the 
United Kingdom previous to that date, will meet with no difficulty in 
receiving, next year, fresh letters of recommendation for the Governor 
of his Majesty's settlements, of which they may avail themselves in the 
ensuing spring.

There were further alterations to the terms of emigration in 1818: — 

21st February 1818 (The Lancaster Gazette and General 
Advertiser) 

Terms of Emigration to British America, —Government have thought 
proper to make some alterations, and further regulations, on the 
subject of persons going out as settlers to the British Settlements; and 
these, in a printed form, hare been issued from the Secretary of State's 
Office for the Colonial Department. It is announced that no 
encouragement will, in future, be given to individuals who wish to go as 
settlers, beyond the grant of 25 acres of land, in the colony to which 
they may proceed. Emigrants must pay for their own passage, and will 
receive no assistance from Government after their arrival at their place 
of destination. The Secretary of State announces, however, his 
readiness to receive proposals from persons who may be desirous to 
enter into an understanding, either personally or by agents, for settling 
and bringing into cultivation, in British North America, or at the Cape of 
Good Hope, of much larger grants of land than 25 acres; which grants 
are to be regulated by the agents of Government, on the following 
conditions:—The grants of land will only be made out to those persons 
who will enter into an engagement to take out and locate upon the land 
at least ten persons, as settlers; and on this stipulation being complied 
with, a quantity of land will be granted, in the proportion of 100 acres 
for every settler thus agreed to be taken out.—As a security for the 
fulfilment of the above conditions, all persons who apply for grants of 


land must be prepared to deposit in the proportion of £10 for every 
individual settler: this sum is to be paid merely as a security for a strict 
compliance with the conditions laid down; and it will be returned in a 
short time after their arrival in the colony agreed upon, and when the 
settlers shall have been properly located upon the land assigned. Upon 
persons being ready to undertake the cultivation of land agreeable to 
the above conditions, either in North America, or at the Cape of Good 
Hope, after the Secretary of State has approved of the parties 
proposal, a grant will be made out, free of expense, and the proper 
tonnage will be provided for the conveyance of the persons or their 
agents, and also the persons arranged to accompany them as settlers. 
The party or parties entering into these engagements are to be at the 
expense of victualling the settlers. 


It is under the terms of 1818 that the settlers from Alston in 1818 travelled to 
Canada. 


The Library and Archives of Canada, Upper Canada Land Petitions “M” 
Bundle 14, 1822-1824 (RG 1, L3, Vol. 346) gives details of the application by 
settlers from Alston for permission to emigrate and take up the offer of land. 


Thomas Milburn of Alston applied for permission on behalf of himself and 
other potential migrants from Alston to travel to Canada.

The Montreal Gazette of 15'" July 1818, records that the brig arrived at 
Quebec on 30" June, following a 42 day journey, with 128 settlers, and the 
ship also carried ballast, lead and tin.

The following is from an article in the Ontario newspaper, “The Peterborough 
Examiner” referring to the original settlers, from Alston Moor, of Smithtown, 
Ontario, in 1818, who are commemorated by a monument in that town.

“The Cumberland Settlers” 

Elwood Hugh Jones, Professor Emeritus of History at Trent University 
and Archivist, Trent Valley Archives, 


“... The Cumberland settlers had written to the Colonial Office 
asking for help in settling a group of some sixty settlers in 
Canada. The British government agreed to give 100 acres to 


each adult male member of the group, and to refund the 
settlement duties if they made improvements within five years of 
reaching their land. The group travelled from Port Hope mostly 
by water, as there were no roads until the 1840s; the women and 
children stayed in Port Hope until 1819, and the men established 
a group home on the triangle that is still evident at the base of 
the Communication Road, now known as Chemong Road. After 
the winter they helped each other to build their first homes, 
shanties or small log cabins, on their respective 100 acre lots 
which stretched along Communication Road for a few miles. ...” 
“... When the Cumberland Settlers arrived in Smith Township in 
1818, they were the first European settlers in the area north of 
Rice Lake. Settlement was opened after a British treaty with the 
First Nations. It remains a mystery as to why the Colonial Office 
chose to settle them on such virgin land, but it appears to be 
connected with Upper Canadian ideas that the War of 1812 
made it essential to develop and protect the waterways that 
could provide alternate ways to stifle American invasions. ...”

DESCRIPTION OF HISTORIC PLACE 

“An early Georgian style, stone dwelling, the William Dixon 
house is located on a hillside on Park Street in Peterborough. It 
is recognized for its heritage value by City of Peterborough 
Bylaw 1986-93.” 


HERITAGE VALUE 

“The heritage value of the William Dixon house lies in its 
association with the Dixon family, one of the six original "Colony 
Settlers" of the Peterborough area. A good example of Georgian 
styling, it is among the oldest houses in the town and one of only 
a few stone dwellings surviving. William Dixon immigrated to 
Canada from England with his parents in 1818. In 1829, after his 
marriage to Isabella Harvey, William built his first house on a 
share of the family land. His second house, now 661 Park Street 
North, was built in 1837 on the 1829 foundation. It is built with 
stones from Dixon's quarry, but has been covered on three sides 
with stucco plaster. Dixon was a district magistrate, captain of 
the militia during the 1837 Rebellion, and owner of the first 
sawmill and stone quarry in the Peterborough area. The house 
was owned by the Dixon family for over 50 years.”

“In Search of Dixon’s Mill” Elwood Hugh Jones 
“William Dixon snr died in 1823. ... His eldest son, also William 
married in 1829 Isabella Harvey (1800-1884) who came with a 
party from Scotland in 1819, built the house, known as Dixon 
House, and apparently dating from 1829, has had a storied 
history. They lived in Dixon House, which was built in 1837 on 
the site where the first house was built in 1829. Two of the five 
sons that came with William Dixon died in 1819 and 1820. 
Joseph Dixon (1809-1863) and his wife, Margaret, had five sons 
and a daughter.” 
“According to the Theberges, authors of the history of Smith 
Township, At the Edge of the Shield (1982), William and Joseph 
Dixon were operating this mill by 1826, and at that time it had 
one muley saw. At the time there were four water powered 
sawmills, but only this one was in Smith township.” 


History of the County of Peterborough, Ontario; Toronto 1884, 
C. Blackett Robinson 


“MRS. ISABELLA DIXON, relict of the late William Dixon, of 
Peterborough, was born near Selkirk, Scotland, in 1800, and is 
now consequently eighty-four years of age. She is a daughter 
of John and Elizabeth (Tait) Harvey, of Middlemiss, Scotland. 
Her father died when she was only four years old, leaving her 
mother, with herself and two brothers to care for. In 1819 the 
family joined a party consisting of the families of several 
neighbours, and emigrated to Canada—among this party 


being the Sanderson and Hall families. After a long and 
tedious passage their good ship was docked at Quebec in the 
beginning of August of the above year. What little baggage 
comprised the entire worldly effects of the Harvey family was 
bundled into a "Durham" boat, which took many weeks of very 
broken "navigation" (considerable of which was performed on 
land to avoid rapids, etc.) to reach Kingston. Arrived at this 
place, they took boat for Port Hope then Smith's Creek, and 
were then packed into an ox-cart supplied by Government, 
and followed the Indian trail thence to Rice Lake, and via the 
Otonabee River to the present site of Peterborough, where 
Mrs. Dixon has ever since lived. In 1829 she was married to 
William Dixon, of English birth, who was also one of the 
earliest pioneers in this locality, having located on lot 1, broken 
front concession, now in the corporate limits of the Town of 
Peterborough. Soon after his advent he erected a saw mill on 
Dixon's Creek, which became a very important adjunct of the 
new settlement. Though reared in the Anglican faith, Mr. Dixon 
was imbued with broad religious principles, and the Methodists 
held services on his premises during the pioneer days, and 
until they erected a church of their own, to which he was a 
liberal contributor. 

During the Rebellion he shouldered his musket and did military 
duty till the return of peace. His family still preserve the old 
flint-lock as a memento of those troublous times. He was one 
of the oldest Justices of the Peace in the county; and it was 
his custom to go to Cobourg on foot, to "hold Court," when that 
place was the Judicial Capital of the old Newcastle District— 
and municipal, as well as judicial affairs, were managed by the 
Magistrates of the District in "Quarter Sessions." He was a 
Captain of the Militia, and a man of more than local reputation. 
He died July 1st, 1849, in the forty-first year of his age, deeply 
mourned by all who knew him.”

Wherefore your Petitioners humbly pray that your Excellency will 
be pleased to direct that Patents may now issue to them free of 
Expense for their respective Locations. 


Your Petitiones humbly crave leave further to state, that Isaac 
Dixon, George Lee, and Robert Walton, all now deceased, were 
included in Earl Bathurst's permission and promise, and paid their 
Deposit Money, and migrated with your Petitioners, and received 
the Locations mentioned in the said annexed Schedule, and that 
said Dixon & Robert Walton performed their Settlement Duty as 
shown by certificates herewith the said George Lee & John Walton 
it is believed also performed their Settlement Duty, but no 
certificates got obtained. Wherefore your Petitioners further 
humbly prey in behalf of the Relations of the said deceased 
persons, that Patents for their Locations may also issue, free of 
Expense, to their Representatives, when ascertained under the 
Law & Commission.

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Communication Road in the Township of Smith, was a son of 
William Dixon named in a list of these settlers Copy whereof is 
filed in the Council Office with a Petition from the Deponent and 
others praying for free Deeds agreeably to the promise of Lord 
Bathurst (the prayer of which Petition was granted in Council on 
the 18'" February 1824) and was one of the two children of the 
said William Dixon named in said list as of the age of Seventeen 
years. And that George Lee who, as this Deponent has also been 
informed and believes, located the South half of Lot number 
Eleven in the second Concession of the Township of Smith 
aforesaid, was a son of Joseph Lee, also named in the said list, 
and one of the said Joseph Lee for whom a Deposit was made 
with Lord Bathurst. And further that the said Isaac Dixon and 
William Lee formed part of, and came out with the said 
Cumberland Colony.

That in 1831 or 1832, your petitioner purchased the south half of lot 
number 11 in the 2nd concession of Smith, and Broken lot in 2" 
Concession from one William Lee, who believed himself owner of the 
latter, but of which the fee is still in the Crown; that subsequently the 
same price of land, No 12, was sold by mistake for taxes and your 
petitioner redeemed it paying about 32/- and that some time ago your 
petitioners name was placed within sales book with the Surveyor 
Generals office, at Toronto, for said broken lot No 12, upon his being 
recognized as a son of one of the Smith settlers, but that he has not 
obtained a patent for it.

WILLIAM SNOWDEN, the son of John Snowden, whose wife s 
name was Edgar, was born at Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, in 
1833, being the youngest of a family of three children.

DIXON (WILLIAM) 

By Annie Dixon McInnes 

In 1854 William Thomas Dixon and his wife Hanna Liddle Teasdale Dixon 
emigrated from Nenthead, Northumberland County, England to Paris Ontario. 
They were accompanied by William's mother Ann Dixon and Hanna's family of 
5 children by her previous marriage. Here a son, William Liddle Dixon was 
born in 1855. 

In 1859 they moved to the north end of Lot 15, Concession 22, Egremont 
Township. The story has been handed down through the years that William T. 
Dixon bought this 118 acres from a Mr. Wilson. This transaction is not 
recorded at the land registry office in Durham, possibly because Mr. Wilson 
was still in the process of clearing the required number acres before he could 
obtain the Crown deed. William Dixon later received to Crown Deed in 1878. 
William Dixon and his stepson Thomas Teasdale cleared the land. Thomas 
Teasdale bought the south 60 acres and built a house and barn on it where 
the present buildings now stand. 

William L. Dixon who married Jane Binnie of Glenelg Township, bought 
Thomas Teasdale's part of the farm. Tom, his wife Hanna Harrison Teasdale 
and family moved to Britton, near Listowel in 1879. The barn at the north end 
of the farm was moved to the south and put beside the one there. 

William L. Dickson taught school as well as farmed. He and his son Joseph 
built the present large modern cement house in 1919 very close to the north 
wall of the old house, which was then torn down. 
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William Liddle Dixon was born on 22 October 1855 in Paris, Ontario, he 
married Jane Binnie on 1 January 1878 in Dornoch, Grey, Ontario. He died 
on 2 Jun 1921, and was buried in Glenelg Twp, Grey, Ontario, Canada.

(http:/Awww.biographi.ca/en/bio/lathern john 13E.html) gives the following 
information regarding John Lathern jnr, born 31st July 1831, at Newshield 
House, Alston, died 8th January 1905, Halifax. 


John Lathern [Jr 1832-1905] was born in a mining district near 
the Cumberland-Northumberland border. His father [John 
Lathern (1805-1859)], who was descended from an old 
Northumberland family, was manager and part-proprietor of a 
lead mine. Mining communities in the north of England had been 
strongly influenced by Methodism in the 18th and early 19th 
centuries, and the Latherns had been among those converted. 
John received an educational upbringing that was both pietistic 
and sound, in accordance with his family’s religious convictions 
and social standing. The family business dictated that he be 
trained as a mining engineer. He soon realized, however, that he 
felt drawn to the Methodist ministry, and by 1855 he had joined 
the British Wesleyan Conference as a_ probationer. He 
approached the Wesleyan Methodist Missionary Society with the 
idea of serving in Africa, but he was assigned to eastern British 
North America. 

Following four years as a preacher at Fredericton, Cornwallis 
Township, N.S., and Saint John, N.B., Lathern was ordained and 
received into the Wesleyan Methodist Conference of Eastern 
British America in 1859. That same year he married the eldest 
daughter of New Brunswick’s Queen’s printer (Mary Elizabeth 
Simpson, they had 2 daughters and 1 son). The marriage 
provided Lathern with a special reason for a_ long-term 
commitment to the Maritimes, in effect changing him from 
missionary to immigrant. ...
